" I understand, in a conversation with 
Dr. Milne, that your body will c-leot a new 
health olDoer within a few days, and I .sug- 
gest to you the advisability of procuring a 
thoroughly competent and energetic iiiuii to 
iill this position. I shall lie Irippy to lend 
yon luiy assiBlance I can in nuikhig a selec- 
tion f.ir tlialoHioe,"

West, The resi-rves ot the city banka, lanv- 
ever, are much Ijelow w hat they weiea 
year ago, and while no real stringriicj ii 
Icared lirm l alia for money are expected 
for the remainder of the year. The net ex- 
port of fifty-two iidlliontj of gold, daring 
the expind portion of tho year, lias e.uiseil 
a large depletion of the lawful money re- 
sources of the banks. Since February last, 
their stock of gold and legal tenders iias 
been reduced from 165 milliona to 118 mil 
lions ; yet, with the loss of forty-seven mil 
lions of lawful money, the loans 
have been reduced only twenty- 
seven millions. Under these circumstances, 
there are exceptional reasons for such vigi- 
lance. There has rarely been a ji rind 
when the great national bmka of the uorhl 
liove shown fuch an anxiety aa at present 
exists to acciiniulate gold. It is due partly 
to n conviction that the critical position of 
Hilver may compel an extciiaive resort to its 
tubstili:ti<>n in li.inkiiut opera! ions by gold, 
iind alsii to tin: springing tip (if a higinli'jant 
unexplained deunmd f()r gold from Rnada. 

The CV.ar's ( Jovernnient is unilorHtood to 
have to its credit in ICngland ten milliona 
sterling, in I'aria live miliiona, and in I!ur- 
lin four ir.illiouH, in all iiinutcen millions 
sterling wdiich it can ilraw upon at plea- 
sure. Ivusaia ia now lirawiiig on these de- 
posits, and tho only itheuk upon her con- 
tinuing her drafts is the ilanger that, in so 
doing, alio may obsltuet, the issuing of a 
loan for JJ-'O.OOO, 011(1 wliicb she ileuirea to 
liegotiato in Paris. Auatro-llungary is 
likely to conduct her accuniulaliiig of gold 
with a like prudence, for she also wants to 
contract a loan of twenty millions sterling 
to enable her to resume gold payniontp. 

It will thus ho sei'n that important ojiera- 
tlons imiiending tend to drain gohl from 
quarters where it is most uccesbible into 
more or less fixed and permanent hoards; 
and tho sensitiveueaa, in prospect of these 
operations, must be expected to incre ise 
rather than diminish as tho ttlhe for iheir 
fuli'ilmciit upproachea. No doubt, when 
tlic lime comes, wo shall be found coinpe- 
tint to take care of our iutorCBts ; but an- 
ticipa'.ipu will only contribute to such pre.

A. LITTLE TOO FRKSU. 

The Montreal St!ir, wliich ia juafc now 
playing tlie rolo of a diagruntlocl Conserva- 
tive, (lU'jlua Willi approval paiaaceu from a 
speech lately ileliveri!(l by a Mr. Armstrong, 
who has recently been oleoted President of 
the Voung Men's Conservative Assooiation 
of Toronto. -The Star ccciiia to Urmk that 
Mr. Armstrong's Boniuwhat .lucnilous com- 
plaint ia an iudiontion of an awakening in- 
depeu-l-'nce of tliou^lit in young Conserva- 
tives. It appear! to us rather to iudioMo 
a w»nt of thinking power iu tlie young man, 
and ia an instance of what in these days is 
called " freshness," which is excuiablo iu a 
young and inexperienced politician, but for 
which it is diiricnlt to ni^UeailoWLinc- in older 
men, who have hiid opportunitic.-i for nli.^er- 
vatiouaud reflection. Foriustauoo, tho younj; 
Conservatire is quoted as sayini? : " lb if 
unfortunate for the country that neither 
the young nor the old, as a class, have any- 
thing to say in the politics of the country ; 
and this accouuta for tliat dealh-liko 
apathy which Bcizod tho jienplo so fur 
lis political questions are coucoruod." 

Again, the President of the Young Men's 
Conservative Association of Toronto says : 
"In Dominion politics tlie policy of the 
country is formulated and directed by nom- 
inally fourteen men, but practically throe 
or four of the Cabinet dictate everything, 
and thoy are ad autocratic as tho Gzir of all 
the Kussids. Wo, who form the party 
throughout tho length and breadth of the 
oonntry, are simply conuimnded to vote and 
think as they direct." 

So far from tho men of Canada having 
nothint; to say in its politic?, wo know of no 
country in which old men and young 
men and middle-aged men have a more 
direot and a more potential voice in 
.shaping the policy of the Government. 
A majority of them have only to say 
■that the Governnitnt shill purr.uo this or 
that course to have their wishes, con-titu- 
tioD^illy expreiseil, carried into cCfect fully 
and vvitli the Icnat possible delay. Tho 
political power in tho hands of the men of 
this Dominion ia simply unbounded. If they 
<want protection the Governmtnt must 
inaugurate a policy tho object of whieli U to 
ifoster native indujiry. If ihcy unite to do- 
■mnnd free tride tho Government must com- 
ply with their demand or cease to exist. If 
they decide upon making a trial of prohibi- 
tion there is co power in the country whicli 
can prevent them trying the experiment. 

If, having this tromeiidjus power, tlie 
men of Canada, as Mr. Ariiistioni; suggests, 
are too apathotio to u«a it, the fault is not 
in tho fourteen gentlemen who form the 
Cahtnet, nor in tho institt^ions of the coun- 
try, but in the people themselves. It is 
folly to attempt to deny this. So Mr. Arm- 
strong'd indictment ia not against the 
leaders of tho Conservatrve party but 
against the men who form that party and 
•*Tery other party that exists in tho country. 

It is a very shallow notion that tho 
tjountry is ruled by fourteen or rather by 
three or four men who occupy positions in 
the Cabinet. These men, without tho power 
of the majority of tho people at their back, 
Iiave no more authority or influence than 
they piieuess na private citi/.pos. It is be- 
cause they aro elected for the time being 
to wield the power and carry out the wishes 
of the majority of the people that they 
possess any authority, autocratic or other. 

Mr. Armstrong reproachc.", and repi naclioH 
most undeservedly, the people of Canada 
witli tamely KubniiUing to autocratic 
dictation by tho Cabinet. Thoy do nothing 
of the kind. It would be utter folly in its 
members to attempt to rule as the young 
President doscribos. Thoy are at tho head 
of tho Dominion's affairs because tho major- 
ity of the people placed them there, and 
they v.'ill rem liu there only bo long a'l tliiit 
majority approve, on tho whole, of what they 
do. The people aro masters, ami 
very much masters, in Canada. 
This would bo soon soon if the 
Goyernmont undertook Ic do somo- 
thiiig which w.u no', in accordmce with tho 
wishes of the rauj 'rily. Tho penplo would 
protest BO promptly and so vigorously as to 
oonvinoe the "autocratio" fourteen that 
tkey were on the wrong track, and if thoy 
were not bent on politic:U aelf-destruotioM 
they would soon pluco thcmnrlve.-i <•» niji/Hu t 
with tho majority of the elector.^. 

But tho people of dinada are not apath'- 
tia on political mutters. They are the very 



reverse. There aro, wo vonturo to say, as 
niiiny active politicians to tho square inilo 
in this Dominion of Cauada na there aro iu 
any constitutionally governed country under 
tho sun. Canadions are not too apathetic 
or loo unintelligent to use tho ])olitical 
power they p<isnc33. Tlicy are, it ia true 
not deniouatrative, and they arc not fond of 
needless agitation. Thoy are quiet because 
they, on tho whole, approve of tho policy of 
the (iovcrnment. Tho course it ia pursuing 
ia the cour.so thoy wished it to take. What 
tho excitable young politieimi regards na 
apathy i.f simply acquio.'^ceiicr. The ni;i jority 
of tho people of Canada may not upproro of 
everything ths Uovernment has done, of 
cTory act of every minister, hut 
they consider that, taken altogether, 
tho Governnieut is as good a one as they 
can got to carry out their wiahei, and ihey 
at present seo no prospect wh;itever of 
getting a better one. Aud bocauso tho poo 
plo in this position do not make a fuss the 
Young Conservativo comes 'to the cou- 
chisiou that they are in a condition of 
" deathlike apathy," lie ought to know 
belter, and when ho gets a littlo older, if 
thero ia anything in him; he will know 
bolter. 

We trust that iu time bo and the Mont 
real Star will seo that their reproaches, 

proper!yunderatood,nrD directed not against 
tlio leaders of tho Conservativo party, but 
ag&inst tho majority of the jieoplo of 
Canada, and thut tliey yirtually nccuso 
them of not having energy and intelligence 
enough to «io the powers which they pog 
seas. The accusation is, we are satisfied, 
utterly uroundlesa. 



.-l.Y KLEPIlASTlXt: JOKER. 

The Vancouver Ttle^ram ia very anuiauig 
when it attempts to be funny. It tries 
very hard to get up a joke and its anti 
while making tho attempt arc so grotesque 
that the spectacle it presents is truly 
oomioal. It capers almost us lightly and as 
gracefully as a trick elephant. It pretend, 
to be surprised that we gave it a r*p over 
the knuckles for its impertinent comment 
upon tho Nakusp roul coiitrovorHy. It 
evidently forgets tho warning addressed by 
a high authority to tho man who meddles 
with a strife belonging not to him. It in 
terefered to find fault with tho dieputanla 
and not to throw light upon the aubjtct un 
der discu-jsion. In its elaborately jocose 
article it does not pretend to say that the 
Govorumout would bo juatilied in spending 
tho public money without authority; it does 
not even try to show that tho wagon 
rood would be of any use wlien, 
at a very conaiderublo expense, 
it was constructed. Hut it docs 
ask the G ivcrument to spend $.),IIU0 in tut; 
ting a sleigh road. This, with faur thou 
sand dollars or so spent in cutting the trail, 
would make an expenditure of §9,000, and 
all for what ? 

Our contemporary does, not say that tho 
work done on either the trail or bleigh road 
would be available for the wai,on road if it 
should bo found necessary to make one 
The probability is that a completely new 
road would have to be made for the wagons, 
for the grades which might do well euougl 
for a trail or a sleigh road would 
bo altogether unauitabia for a wagon road. 
Tlie .spent upon the trail and eleigh 

road would, in that case, be ao much money 
thrown away. Independently of the im- 
propriety of expending large suma of money, 
without either authority or urgency, tlie 
e.vfjenditiiro of the money would, from a 
purely practical point of view, be unjuatili- 
able. That either the trail or tho sleigh 
road or tho wagon road would liave tho 
slightest appreciable effect in diverting the 
trade of the Kootenay district in any direc- 
tion, no one who is capable of thinking, for 
a moment supposes. 

A TIMELY LEGTUllE. 

Tho Argonaut, of the 7th iiist., vigor- 
ously lectures those who conipluin that the 
political campaign then ending had been 
apathetic. It regards the abseuce of ex- 
citement and of noisy demonstrations as u 
good sign. What it saya on tho subject, 
now that the election is over, and Cleve- 
land returned hy a sweuping majority., is 
pleasant reading for men wliojc leaidnga are 
Democratic. It must bo remeniboied that 
the political faith of tho Argonaut is tho 
Rcpublicun, and that it worked hard to 
secure the return of Mr. Harrison. It 
chiaes its article with tho following para- 
graph : 

If thero is in the whole Union one man 
of sonao who regrots themisoalled "apathy" 
of tho campaign, he must do bo because he 
would have found personal advantage in 

the noisy folly of tho minJlcaa mob. Tho 
peopln v.'ill go to the polls on Tuesdiiy with 
a clearer notion of what they are p.-iasinj,' 
judgment upon than they liavo done aince I^in- 
oolii'a second olocli.jn. That this sane ciin- 
paign sets a fashion that w ill bo atrictly f,<l- 
lowcd, wo fear to liopc. iiut, at liMnt,ita 
modifying ir;llmnico will i.ot be e[)li(jmur.d. 
Let US tniat that lienal'lf;r, for the n, xt de- 
cade or two, when the Anmricun citizen ia 
iiMiielled liy inherited inalincl to make a 
monkey of hinis.'lf l,y clotliing his luiirlena 
body ill a lialf-dojl.r aunsel unifonii, lluit 
the rucoUecl ion of thia hii^lier, more human 
time will servo to cage liia inclination, or, at 
any rate, make hini ahhamcil of himself if 
he doe.'i yield and ^^o capeiing to the music 
of the candidat(,'a organ.

NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Three of tho Dominion Ministers are now 
in Halifax cunferring with the representa- 
tives of the Niiwfoutullanil Goveriiineiit 
about trade nialtcra. It has been given out 
eomuwliat ostentatiously that the subject of 
confederation ia not. be disouaaed in the 
conference. Yet it is somewhat siugular 
that any newspaper that notices the meet- 
ing givea the moat prominent place to con- 
federation. It is evident that the union of 
Newfoundland v, ith Canada ia regarded by 
Canadian journalists aa of far more import- 
ance than any q^uestion of trade that can bo 
discussed by tho delegates. In fact if the 
question of confederation is to he considered 
tho diaciiasion of trade quetilioiia would be 
.vholly unnecessary, as they would bo all 
comprehended in the larger and more im- 
portant quoalion. 

Th« people of Newfoundland, wo are 
given to undorstand, are bitterly opposed 
to confederation. It is diHicult to discern 
the cau.se of this prejudice. The old colony 
liua not prospered so very well in iaohitioii 
that its inhabitants should dread casting in 
their lot with tho people of this Dominion. 
The union would be advantageous to them 
in innny Ways, and we cannot see how it 
could possibly be hurtful. Aa part of tho 
1 )oniiiiicin, Xi \\ fi)uiull.uid would have much 
niiire iiilluciicc than it has as a weak and 
isiplaied col.iiiy. With the five millions of 
Canudirina at their b.tcks, tho settlement of 
many questions which excite and irritate 
them now would certainly be hastened. 
Perfectly free t.tide with the Doniiuion 
«cidd be licui.licial In them in many wwy^, 
and both Xewfoiui! lland'a people and ill 
public men would Boon be considerably im- 
proved by their having more thingi to think 
about and a bigger liold to work in. Tho 
time, it seems to us, has arrived for New- 
foundland to coaae puddling its own littlo 
cranky cauoo and join the Dominion fleet. 
The change ia certaiu to bo made sooner or 
later, and belter sooner than later.

There was hiicli a g'ule blmving at, Soiith- 
aiiiptoM tliat the ship could not run in, and 
the I'lngli.sli pilot on board was c irried on 
to N(-w Y.irli. Two daj s' may \wia made 
al" Gotham," where tli-j elictioii e.Ncite- 
nuntwasat its height. Fioin there Mr, 
Ward went (o Chicago and .St. Paul and to 
Tacoma by tho Xortlieni Pacific, reaching 
here on the Kingston. 

Mr. Ward, it will bo rcii cmbered, went 
to London to attend the Cinigrcss of the 
L'hamljora of (.'oinnitT'ce of the world. The 
c-.)nipletc report of wliat \v,ia dinio at that 
important coi.f- rei:ee li-ia already been pull- 
lislied here, Imt the Victoria delegate is 
still able to way a gre.it deal of w li.it his per- 
sonal opiuiotia uro us to tho result.

"It ivaa an ii'ifi.iri.uiiile fact though,'' 
continued Mr. V.'iird, "that our Congress 
should h.ivo been bold ut a time when the 
general election.-; were on. That fact made 
many of the pdliLiciaiis who wrre present 
wary of taking one side or the o'.her, and 
they s*eined to prefer to let tho question 
alono rather than place th'jiiiselvea on 
record at such a ti-.ue. Apart from this 
fact, there was no drawback to our Con- 
gress. 

"^Vith nionoj lield fust, and an unfortun- 
ate lack of coiitidcnce iu foreign invest- 
men Is," he continued, " the credit of 
Canada, and of British Columbia in par- 
ticular, still stands very high. I see that 
the bond rate in now higher than it has 
been for some time.

deuce ami gre.kter freedom in the near 
future. Uiicc th(j public niitid ismadeeasy 
there w ill be no ilitliciilty in g.jttiiig good 
loans. TlieriMH one tiling which should li 
borne in mind. \N liile the Ih itish Colunibi 
sceuritiea am as highly thoii);ht of as they 
are, a conservative [loliey sliould he iniiiii- 
tained hiu'c, and the iidvantiiges we 
enjoy should not be in any way 
abiiHed, The cotirae of keeping well 
within the limit instead of ciideavoi ing to 
exceed, will greatly strengthen our po.iition 
and be prodnctivo of iiiucli good in creating 
addit ioiiid oonrKleiice, 

In coiichisioii, -Mr, Ward told of some 
interesting cxporiuuocs while cnniiitg across 
the continent with men who talked politica 
from the time they got on the train until 
they left it. "They scomod to bo strongly 
worked up," he said, "and every now and 
then one would hear comparisons of the cost 
of Vnanafaotured article.M, tho rate of taxa- 
tion and whatnot, all between Canada and 
the United States, not always to the credit 
of the latter country, whicli a good many 
.Aniericiiii politioians seemed to think was 
over-protectod. Now that Cleveland has 
been clouted, we may liopo for afune chHin.'e 
111 tho tarilV which will uudoiilitcdly li;; of 
henelib to Canada, and Britii^h Culuiiibia, 
nioro especially if they put raw materials 
on the free list."
